“Our 70 acres of bluegrass pasture 
is producing 40 per cent more feed 
since we limed and reseeded to sweet 
clover,” reports John Bumgarner, 
Putman Co., Illinois. 

Four years age he limed, disked 
and reseeded his permanent pasture 


to sweet clover. It was just an ordi- 
nary pasture then, requiring about 
three acres to support one cow for 
a season. Now one cow does well on 
two acres for a season. 


“The important of my bluegrass 
pasture has paid as well as an equal 
amount spent on cropland,” he re- 
ports. Bluegrass pastures cannot be 
shipped to market, but the products 
of pasture in the form of milk and 


meat may definitely contribute more 
to the bank account than crops from 
an equal area of cropland. Improved 
pastures such as this have much to 
offer to the total farm income by in- 
creased forage, less weed growth, 
more milk and beef, and control of 
insect growth.
